Warrants having beer got out by Mr. J. M. 


Bannerman for the arrest of -everal parties 
coneerned in the moving and wreckage of his 
shanty last week, the preliminary examina-

He (Bannerman) 
had forbidden the crowd to move the building, 
and had asked for half an hovr in whica to go 
to the Fort, which wos reiuseda.
